Railway Strike In Italy. 

Owing to the refusal of the govern- 
ment to grant the demands of the rail- 
road employees a strike was declared, 
involving 300,000 persons. The govern- 
ment took strong measures to keep the 
railroads in operation. The strike was 
a protest against the government rail- 
way bill dealing with the control of 
employees and collapsed after that bill 
passed. 


French Strikers Shot Down. 

The strike of the porcelain workers 
at Limoges, France, continued, with 
much disorder, last week. A body of 
the strikers attacked the prison in an 
attempt to free some of their compan- 
ions. They were driven off by the sol- 
diers, but later barricaded the thor- 
oughfares and resisted the approach of 
the troops. The latter were then order- 
ed to fire, and several strikers fell, one 
killed and others seriously wounded. 


Bakers Talk of General Strike. 

The decision of the United States su- 
preme court overthrowing the New 
York ten hour bakery law has been 
followed by strike talk, and Secretary 
Harzbecker of the International Union 
of Bakers and Confectioners said there 
might be a strike involving 85,000 bak- 
ers throughout the United States on 
May 1 if the ten hour demand was re- 
fused. Business Agent Urban of Bak- 
ers’ union No, 3, at New York, said, 
“We will keep up this ten hour fight 
in defiance of the United States su- 
preme court.” 


Cotton Growers Warned. 

Governor Gien of North Carolina has 
warned the cotton growers of that 
State to stand solidly together in their 
movement for better prices. He says 
that If the government report in June 
shows no material reduction in the 
cotton acreage present prices cannot 
be maintained, whereas if the report 
shows another 980,000,000 acre crop 
nothing can prevent a panic in prices.

The executive committee of the isth- 
mian canal commission has decided 
to conduct the Panama railroad on an 


entirely new basis, first with the object. 


of transporting material for the canal 
work and second to increase its earn- 
ings by freight revenues so as to pay 
the interest on the $7,000,000 which 
the government has invested in the 
project. Much lower rates will be 
made to induce South American traffic. 
An entire new equipment, including 
engines and cars, will be purchased, 
and those now in use will be taken 
over in canal work. Ultimately the 
line across the isthmus will be double 
tracked. 

Gasoline Cars For the Alton. 

The Chicago and Alton Railroad com- 
pany has contracted for six gasoline 
motor cars to be used in its interurban 
service. This service is designed to 
meet the competition | of the electric 
lines now parallel. The trains are run 
as frequently and at as low rate of fare 
as prevails on the electric lines. Stops 
are made not only at regular stations, 
but at all crossings and public build- 
ings either to take on_or let off pas- 
sengers.

Probably the history of Essex County 
contains no parallel case where the 
county commissioners have ever been 
so severely rebuked as they have been 
this week ‘by legislative action upon 
some of their petitions for authority to 
spend more money for, Essex County 
taxpayers. 

With a high-priced attorney, reported 
to be paid for out of the county treas- 
ury, Messrs, Bates and Sawyer, the 
dominating factors of the board, have 
been pushing their cases in ‘committee, 
and yesterday the first action of the 
committee came up for discussion in 
the House. It was in the shape of a 
bill to allow another expenditure of 
$25,000 on a bridge in Danvers, upon 
which one such sum had already heen 
spent. Although reported by a large 
majority of the committee, it was 
shown up in such a manner that the vote 
was overwhelmingly against it. In the 
discussion such grave charges were made 
by one of the committee as to convince 
the legislature in a startling manner 
that a house cleaning in the Essex 
board of commissioners is a crying 
necessity. 

It was such a showing-up as should 
lead every honest citizen of the county 
to begin right now in the campaign 
against the man whose term expires 
next November. The time for tempo- 
rizing has passed. The duty now is to 
fix upon some man of integrity and 
ability and make him one link in a new 
and stronger commission. Already, 
there are several « would-bes” scouring 
the county for delegates, but there 
seems to be little encouragement of- 
fered in any candidacies so far an- 
nounced, The county can ill afford to 
substitute one weak official by another ; 
the change should be from worse to 
very much better.

The peopte in Lawrence seem to be 
aroused at,,last to the grave situation 
regarding ‘their water supply?’ A bill 
has been introduced into thé legislature 
directing that their authorities shall do 
something “forthwith”, and the state 
board of health recommends a new 
filter. There can be no denying that 
there is a strong feeling against the 
Merrimack river water, but it is equally 
true that, notwithstanding its taste and 
smell, it stands the test of purity excep- 
tionally well. One of the city’s “water 
experts” is now directing experiments 
for driven well in Frye Village, and 
many of the leading citizens over there 
are determined that some other source 
than the Merrimack shall be secured. 
Of course we all welcome our neighbor 
to Andover to partake of any of our 
superfluous blessings, even though we 
could not see the way clear to let them 
tap our pipes from Haggetts. May 
Frye Village give them a perfect tlood 
of the purest kind of water.

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ACCIDENT PROVED FATAL 


Mrs. George|Piddington Receives: Burns 
From a Brush Fire which Cause | 
Her Death. 


One of the worst burning accidents 
which .has occurred in this town in 
many years took place on Monday after- 
noon when injuries received by Mrs. 
George Piddington, from a brush fire, 
caused her death. 

The fire was started by Mrs, Pidding- 
ton inthe back yard of her house on 
School street, in a brush heap. There 
was a high wind blowing at the time and 
sparks from the fire blew into the Christ 
church cemetery, starting a blaze in the 
grass and shrubbery. A fence separat- 
ing the two pieces of property was also 
afire in severa) places. Mrs. Piddington 
worked hard for a time trying to ex- 
tinguish the blaze but it gained great 
headway. 

It was in this way that her fatal burns 
were received. She was in the cemetery 
trying to save the fence when the flames 
crept up behind her catching her dress. 
In a few moments her entire clothing 
was in flames and her efforts to ex- 
tinguish the blaze were in vain. Resi- 
dents of Ridge street who witnessed the 
accident say that the flames enveloped 
Mrs. Piddington in an incredibly short 
time. 

One of the neighbors hailed a passing 
express wagon and the driver, Ralph 
Manning, pulled in an alarm from box 
43. The department -responded and 
succeeded in putting the fire out after 
Mrs. Piddington had been cared for. Dr. 
Torrey and Rev. Frederic Palmer. did 
what they could to relieve the sufferer 
whose clothes had been burned from her 
body. She was carried into the house 
where Drs. Torrey and Leitch did every- 
thing possibie for the unfortunate 
woman, but it was apparent to them 
from the first that she would never sur- 
vive the awful burns. At first she did 
not seem to consider that there was any 
possibility of failing to recover, but 
early Monday evening she began to feel 
the full effect of her wounds and to 
realize that she probably could not sur- 
vive. The end came shortly after 3.30 
o’clock Tuesday morning. 

Mrs. Piddington was a woman widely 
known in Andover, where she had made 
her home for many years. She was born 
in Canada 57 years ago. Her husband, 
George Piddingtop, is the well known 
Andover florist, now gardener for E. H. 
Williams, jr. ‘They have reared five 
children, three girls and two boys. All 
are how married. Mrs. Piddington has 
been prominent in the work of the Bap- 
tist church. 

Her husband and children survive her, 
The sons are George and William and 
the daughters are Mrs. Jesse Billington. 
Mrs. Sadie B. Campbell of North Andover 
and Mrs. James P. Gribben who resides 
in St. Paul, Minn. 


The funeral occurred yesterday after- 
noon, simple services being held at the 
Baptist church by Rev. A. T. Belknap. 
Many beautiful flowers spoke in a 
measure of the love and respect in 
which the deceased was held. 

The bearers were Colver J. Stone, 
Fred A. Swanton, ,Perley F. Gilbert and 
Charles L. Stone. Interment was in 
the Spring Grove cemetery.

Rubber World. and a former Andover” 
man, gave an instructive and interesting 
talk before the members of the And- 
over club and invited guests on Monday 


some time on the Panama canal, giving a 
good idea of what has been done by the 
United States Government and what it 
is hoped to‘accomplish. ‘The several at- 
tempts at digging canals and the stu- 
pendous work involved by companies 
who have tried in vain to build a water- 
way from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
in this vicinity was described. 

The French government, he said, had 
made the most progress but the expense 
incurred had been so great that they 
were compelled to give up the gigantic 
task, selling the entire work, including 
machinery, buildings, and supplies, for 
$40,000,000. This, Mr, Pearson con- 
sidered asa great bargain. ‘There are 
at present 5000 men including engineers 
at work on the canal but this force will 
be increased as occasion demands. 

Mr. Pearson told of the several propo- 
sitions made by different engineers, 
some of which he did not deem feasible. 
One of these was to tunnel the moun- 
tains from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
ocean, but this would be so expensive 
and difficult that this plan was not 
looked on seriously. 

Another plan, be: said, which might 
prove successful is proposed by a well 
known engineer and this is to flood the 
swamps and low lands which lie between 
Panama and Colon and sail the vessels 
right through this. Mr. Pearson thought 
that if this could be accomplished it 
would be a great preventative of malaria 
and yellow fever. 

The American idea however 
build locks of an immense size and 
strength. This .is considered by most 
expert engineers as the only practical 
way to construct the canal. An im- 
mense artificial lake has been built in 
the mountains the power from which 
will supply light the entire length of 
the canal, 

Mr. Pearson then gave an interesting 
account of an experience with friends 
in the rubber region of South America. 
The party were traveling in the interest 
of a large rubber company and the in- 
vestigations were extensive. After 
sailing ten days and being nearly ship- 
wrecked they landed in the rubber belt. 
A march inland of eight miles was made, 
the difficult traveling and excessive 
heat making it very hard on North 
Americans. He described the mode’ of 
| living of the natives and their great 
cowardice. They are intolerably lazy 
| and dirty. ‘ 
| ‘lhe explorations of the party proved 
very successful and Mr. Pearson hopes 
to profit greatly by it. 

The lecture was illustrated by stereop- 
ticon pictures which were-taken by Mr, 
Pearson.

Ten Hour Bakery Law Invalid. 

The New York law prohibiting bak- 
ery employees from working more than 
ten hours a day or sixty hours a week 
was declared unconstitutional by the 
United States supreme court April 17. 
The appeal was brought by a Utica 
baker who was arrested for violating 
the state law. His sentence was af- 
firmed by the court of appeals, four to 
three. The supreme court’s opinion by 
a majority of 
five to four 
holds that this 
law interferes 
with the right 
of contract be- 
tween employer 
and employees, 
as guaranteed 
by the four- 
teenth amend- 
ment to the con- 
stitution, which 
ineluded the 
right to pur- 
chase or sell la- 
‘ bor. There was, 
however, a limit 
to the exercise of the police power of 
the states. In this case the court thinks 
the police power has been passed, as the 
law was not necessary to safeguard the 
public health and as the work was not 
so unhealthy as to justify interference 
with the hours of labor. 

Justices Harlan, White, Day and 
Holmes dissented. .Justice Harlan said 
that no more important judgment had 
been rendered in the last hundred 
years, as it worked a revolution in the 
relationship between. the court and 
States in what had heretofore been the 
purely domestic affairs of the states.

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Other Supreme Court Decisions. 

Among the more important opinions 
handed down by the United States su- 
preme court April 17 were the follow- 
ing: 

That George W. Beavers should be 
compelled to stand trial at Washing- 
ton on the charge of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government on contracts for 
postal supplies. 

That J. A. Benson should be removed 
from New York to Washington for trial 
on the charge of bribing officials of the 
general land office. 

Affirming the validity of the Missouri 
Jaw requiring the inspection of beer 
limported Into that state, this being 
based on the Wilson act. 

Invalidating the tax levied by Ken- 
tucky on {Re Shares of national banks 
in that state. 


To Test Anticigarette Law. 

Many arrests of cigarette smokers 
have been reported throughout Indiana 
under the new law prohibiting the sale 
or use of cigarettes which went into 
effect April 18. In every case the per- 
sons arrested were fined, and several 
have appealed their -cases to test the 
constitutionality of the law. The to- 
bacco trust is known to be behind the 
appeal of John E. Lewis of Anderson, 
who was fined $25 for smoking a ciga- 
rette. 

The first decision under the new law 
was rendered at Indianapolis by Judge 
Whalen, who declared that the law ap- 
plied only to dealers and consequently 


Minnie Healy Case Decided. 

The supreme court of Montana ren- 
dered official decision April 20 in the 
famous Minnie Healy mine case in 


mated. This finally disposed of the 
ownership of the copper mining proper- 
ty, valued at from $5,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000. The question on which the case 
turned was whether Miles Finlen, the 
former owner of the property, had sur- 
rendered possession to Heinze and 
agreed to sell. 


Big Swindle Unearthed. 

The attorney general for the post- 
office department has made public the 
details of a gigantic swindling scheme 
conducted under the name of the Ubero 
companies of Indiana and Massachu- 
setts, the chief organizer of which was 
William D. Owen, a former member of 
congress from Indiana. The method 
of procedure was to organize a com- 
pany to develop the coffee and rubber 
plantations which the company was to 
purchase from the, Louisiana and Puer- 
to company, the latter representing 
Owelfy The bait was the 10 per cent 
dividend which was paid with the cap- 
ital stock. Owen's principal partner 
was Frederick Berges of Indiana. The 
whole transaction is said to have con- 
formed to the letter of the law, so as 
to make criminal prosecution extreme- 
ly difficult. 


New River Commission. 
A controversy growing out of the 


the use of the waters for irrigation pur- 


national law, has resulted in the ap- 
pointment by President ‘Roosevelt of a 
special commissioner to deal with the 
question and two other similar diver- 
sions of international rivers. These 


are. the Colorado river in Lower Cali- 
fornia and a stream in Montana and 
Canada, where Canadians have been 
profiting at the expense of Montana 
farming ilterests. 


Taft Denies Junket Charge. 

Replying to the published statement 
that the coming trip to the Philippines 
for members of congress is a colossal 
government junket and an expense of 
$50,000, Secretary of War Tart says 
that this is wide of the truth. He says 
the whole trip will not cost the Philip- 
pine government over $10,000 and that 
the expenses of every guest aside from 
what is charged to the government will 
be at least $500, If they take their 
wives and families this will be at their 
own expense. 


Railroad Rate Investigation. 

The senate committee on interstate 
commerce got together last week at 
Washington and began taking  testi- 
mony to aid in preparing a bill for 
federal control over railway rates. The 
committee consists of Elkins (chair- 
man), Culloin, Kean, Dolliver, Foraker 
and Clapp, Republicans, and Carmack 
and Newlands, Democrats. All the 
principal railroads have been notified 
that they may be heard. The commit- 
tee is to hold daily sessions from 11 to 
5 until further notice. 

Victor Morawetz, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee and general counsel 
of the Atchison system, denied that the 
Atchison had made discriminations. 
He said that his company acted merely 
as a collective agent for the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company under a three 
cornered agreement. 


Phelps, Dodge & Co. could use. The 
low price of the coal was said to be 
due to the quantity covered by con- 
tract, and the witness. denied flatly 
that his road had given rebates to the 
Standard Oil company in Kansas. 


Socialists Quoting Capitalists. 
Considerable political capital is being 
made by Socialist papers out of the re- 
cent address made by Rufus W. 
Weeks, the millionaire vice president 
of the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany, before the Newark (N. J.) High 
School Alumni association, in whieh he 
described the awakening class con. 
sciotisness of the manual workers as 
the most interesting phenomenon of the 
twentieth century. He says frankly: 
“The coming dominance of the work- 
ing class even here is as sure as mathe- 
matics. In Europe it is already. 4° nu- 
merical fact. And twenty years ago } 
heard James Bryce say that the drastic 
use of this power is only a matter of 
a few years, being a corollary of the

universal suffrage. Mr. Weeks de- 
fines the moral standard of the So- 
cialists as “no product, no income,” 
and adds that one puff of the giant's 
“breath” will blow away all that fine 
mechanism of law and business through 
which we now mulct the product of the 
worker on all sides under such guises 
as rent, interest, profit, fee and salary. 


Cleveland Criticises Gossips. 

Ex-President Grover Cleveland, writ- 
ing in the first issue of the Country 
Calendar, a magazine devoted to na- 
ture lovers and eountry life, makes a 
personal rejoinder to a frequent charge 
of newspaper gossips by denying that 
his fishing and hunting expeditions are 
a cloak for dissipation. He believes

They thought the govern- 
ment should have advised Mr. Havi- 
land, the owner of the porcelain works, 
to negotiate with the strikers. A mo- 
tion calling for a parliamentary inves- 
tigation was rejected, 389 to 176.

ing the troops of firing on an inoffen- 
sive crowd, It urged the people to con- 
trol their indignation. The flag on the 
town hall was half masted in memory 
of the victims. The schools were empty, 
and business was paralyzed. 


Italian Railways Nationalized. 

By a yote of 289 to 45, April 19, the 
Italian chamber of deputies passed the 
bill nationalizing the railways of the 
country and making railway employees 
state officials. Hereafter the men will 
be regarded as having resigned if they 
go on strike or interfere with the serv- 
ice. It was this clause against which 
the present strike demonstration was 
made. After the passage of the Dill 
the strike collapsed. 


Gomez Appeals to Palma. 

The Liberal party coalition in Cuba 
decided to send a committee headed by 
General Maximo Gomez to urge Presi- 
dent Palma to execute the laws more 
strictly. It was openly asserted that 
irregularities had been allowed in the 
hope of bringing about American an-

Crete Votes to Join Greece. 

After hearing an address by Prince 
George of Greece, who as high commis- 
sioner represents the powers in the 
government of the island of Crete, 
April 20, the Cretan assembly at Kha- 
nia voted and proclaimed the union of 
Crete and Greece. The deputies took 
the oath of allegiance and proceeded to 
notify the representatives of the pow- 
ers of the action taken.

The continued presence of the Rus- 
sian fleet under Admiral Rojestvensky 
at Kamranh bay, on the French coast 
of the China sea, known as Cochin Chi- 
na, Caused Japan to make formal pro- 
test and to demand immediate action 
by France. Fearing that she would be 
drawn into a war with Japan’s British 
ally, France prevailed upon Russia to

and electric light, and. all the neces- 
sary fittings are provided by the land- 
lord and are part of the atractions of 
the flat as a go.ng concern. In a 
English flat the landlord supplies win- 
Cow panes, door knobs und doorplates, 
a kitchen range, and a kitchen dress- 
er, a bath, and as few’ cupboards as 
possibly can—and nothing else. Elec- 
tric candelabra and gas brackets have 
to be provided bv the tenant, who 
takes them away with him when his 
lease is up or sells them to his suc- 
cessors. If you want extra lights you 
have to pay for the wiring as well a8 
for the sconces: if you want a £18 
fire in one of the rooms you have to 
pa for the piping and the asbestos. 

A flat house in New York supplies 
all its tenants with hot and cold water 
steam heat, and electric light. In Lon~- 
don, after walking through some miles 
of flats, I have not come across one 
that was steam heated. and each ter- 
ant hag to provide all the hot water he 
needs from his kitchen boiler.

PRESENTED.

IN MEMORIAM. 

Andrew Coolidge Stone was born cf 
a stout-hoarteqd Puritan ancestry at 
Marlboro jn the state of New Hamp- 
shire in the year 1839. His early educa- 
tion was obtained at Appleton acade- 
my in his native state, and also at 
| Phillips Exeter academy. where he 
Was graduated in the year 1860. When 
it became apparent“to him that his 
country needed his services, he relin- 
quished the study of law and volun~- 
| tcered as a private in the 33d vegi- 
| ment of Massachusetts infantry and 
terved as such for the period of three 
years, 


law and was admitted to the bar in 
the state of Ohio in the year 1867, Soon 
efter he came to Lawrence, where he 
had first undertaken the study of his 
chosen profession and, till 
| made our city his home. 

| During his life with us he frequent- 
ly served his fellow citizens in respon- 
sible public positions, beginning as a 
member of the common council and 
ending as judge of the police court of 
Lawrence, He always took the deep- 
est interest in the moral and material 
advancement of our city and for many 
years past, no public function seemed 
cumplete without his presence. 

Judge Stone possessed many of. the 
| «haracteristics which are essential to 
the faithful and successful public offi- 
cial. His capacity for work was not 
| the least of these; while not a plodder, 
he was tireless and persistent, and it 
mattered not whether the end to be at- 
tained was to his own advantage or 
| 1G that of a friend, a client, the church 
| or the public, the same energy charac- 
| terized his conduct. 

Devotion to duty—to  principle—an 
| almost extinct virtue, he possessed to 
a marked degree. No selfish interest 
could deflect the accuracy of his men- 
| tal vision or divert his steps from the 
| path where such principle or duty led. 
He never compromised With the wrong 
end was impatient of the public offi- 
| cial who would permit mere policy to 
| affect or color his conduct in office, 
aud he had nothing but the deepest 
indignation for the man who was 
faithless to his public trust, He loved 
the truth and hated a lie. Add to these 
qualities those of kindness, fairness 
and courage and we had in him a man 
who made not only a_ careful and 
painstaking, but an able, upright and 
honorable judge, and as such he, for 
many years enjoyed, the respect and 
| confidence of the community. 

| For more than thirty years prior to 
| his d2ath he, was a memper of the 
Home club and for three terms was 
chosen its president. During all tha: 
time it seemed to us that his interest 
in the affairs of the club as well as in 
the well-being of its individual .mem- 
| bers was of constant growth. 

His ability to make friends was ex- 
traordinary and his loyalty to them 
was incomparable. Of courteous man- 
ners, brilliant conversation, purity. of 
thought and speech, he had that rare 
faculty of making every man in his 
company feel himself a gentleman. 

His interest and solicitiude for his 
friends and companions when in mis- 
fortune were genuine, and not born of 
merely a fine manner; to such he was 
uniformly kind and unobtrusively 
charitable, and as some of us well 
know, has charity had an edge to it: it 
did goo@ work without great noise. 

Our club has been graced and hon- 
ored by the membership. of many 
prominent citizens. and courteous gen- 
tlemen, but by none more than by the 
late Hon. Andrew C. Stone. He was 
| in almost every respect the ideal pres- 
ident and member: he loved the com- 


his death,

and in the enjoyment of its advan; 
| tages he seemed imp£‘rvious to the 


souring influences of age or disease.

Same character saturated with the 
spirit of Christ. That means men and 
womeh.Whp. ape Struggiing:. after the 
ideals which were aiways before. the 
mind of Jesus; men and women who 
are seeking to get Into Contact with 
God; men and women who love their 


fellows, and who are full of sympathy 
with those in need, and who are show- 
ing the Christian spirit day by day, 

“This strong and upright character, 
flavored With the gpirit of Jesus, and 
loyal to the uttermost, the church 
needs to put into gall of the activities 
of life; into politics, business, recrea- 
tion, to redeem these things, and to 
put them where they ought to be. 

“When the church sends its members 
as a whole out into the world, and 
those same men and women show how 
to usSe these things, not beyond the 
proper limit, not up to the limit, per- 
haps—and at the same time be loya: 
to their church; then is the time when 
the world will have a deeper respect 
for the church; and the regenerating 
and redeeming influence of Christian 
lives shall be wholesome and eftective.’ 

William Shaw of Ballardvale was 
the next and last speaker. His topic 
was “The Church in Preaching.” He 
said: “In our Congregational church- 
es, too many of us have the idea that 
all the preaching in the Churches is tu 
be done by the minister. 

“The church in preaching means 
each and every member on the roll of 
the church, the professed discipie of 
Christ. The need of the World today 
is a preaching church; not merely a 
minister to voice the religious expe 
riences of 300 members, but 301 mem- 
bers, including the minister, each one, 
in his own way, voicing his experiences 
and doing his own jndividual part in 
the preaching of the church. 

“We get out of our minister what 
we want to get. We can bottle hitn 
up tight, or we can draw out the best 
that is in him. There are audiences 
where you seem to be talking into a 
barrel. In 99 cases out of a hundred, 
where the people complain of their 
minister, the fault is with the congre- 
gation and not with the minister. 

“How can a man digest a sermon, 
when he has in him 48 pages of 
Sunday newspaper? Yet J have known 
men to go to church after that kind o1 
a Sunday diet, and then find fault witr 
the preaching. Amalgamated is down 
six points in the market, and the spir- 
{t of worldliness has possession of the 
man in the pew. 

“The preaching of the church must 
be practical and personal, and it must 


be persuading. If our” religion is a 
hard. harsh, cruel thing. that make- 
us unpleasant to those about us, it is 


not the religion of Christ.” 
The conference adjourned at  &.45 
o'clock.
